As forthe miracled of the latterages, wee anſwer with 
"S. Auguſtine, Amt non (nut vera. either the 2) are nottrue, {Cl 
as arc many the Legenaarie Fables, and the miracles 
wrought amonglt the /»drans, by Franciſcus Xawerius, and 
others of that crew, as the” Jeſures report : Aut fi beretics. 
rum aliqua mira falta {nnt, or ſome of them are true, as Here. 
tikes aud Impoſtors in all ages hane wrought ſome, and (till doe 
by the alli{tance " Satan ; andthen weare to be the more 
wary of them, as * $, Auguſtine teacheth vs, as becing 
W rought by th wad MP6. of God, for the triall of his 
children, and further obdurance of the wicked. 

And that we make no more reckoning of their miracles, 
they mult not take itamiiſeat our hands : the wiſer and 
better learned among(t them haue taught vsto doe fo, if 
wee knewitnot before. * Zyranmacknowledgeth, that che 
people are ſometimes much deceined mm the Church by mira- 
cles made by Prieſts and their conſorts, for worldly gaine. And 
tor the Writers of the Legends of their Saints, which are 
tull fraught with them, b Cornelius Agrippa giveth this te- 
fimonic of them, chat they. doc miracala fabricare, and 
corflugere rexnbules favulas, make miracles after their owne 
deuices, and faine terrible fahles, Ludonicus Vines faith, 

that they bold it for a point of godlmeſſe, to come lies in de fenſe 
and maintenance of Rel:o1on, And © Claudine Eſpencers, that 
0 ſtable is ſo frll of dung, as the Legends are of fables ; and 
thatvery fictions are contained in their Porteſſet. $0 * Poſſenine 
che /eſerite, tize Criticke of our age, contelleth, that many 
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thers, their Biſhop Cane (ctteth them foorth in their 
colours, Firlt he faith that he Hifforiographers among #t 
| the Gentiles, Laertin, Suetonius, and /uch like, © wrote rhe 
lines of thetr Philoſophers and Emperors, with much more in- 
1epritte and jjnceritie then their Catholtkes had wrete the lizze's 
of their Alartrs, Virgme, and Confeſſors : which * hee vtte- 
red not by way of reproach, but fromthe very griefe of hs 
heart, He faith further, that »hilf? they follow th:ir fond 
afjettions too much, they make vs * (uch Saints ſometimes, 4s 
the Sammts themſelues, if they might , would by nomeanes bee 
ſuch in very deed, Of which ſort, the examples are ſo many, 
that they cannot be numbred for multitude. He addeth further | 
that they [auonreith x of the empoſture ana deceit of conetous 
men ; or, as Pope Gelaſins ſauh, of the vatmely frut of Here- 
tthes, *who thinke they cannot declare the noble deeds of Saints 
excellently well, valeſſe they garmſh themmwith fained, both re- 
uelations and miracles, His cenſure of the golden Legend is | 
this, that a man may ofiner read mm it miraculorum monſtra, 
monſtrous miracles,rather then true:branding the Compiler 
of it with that marke which * Z«cimus Craſſs: let firlt ypon 
Domitms, that ' he waia man of an iron face, aud a leaden | 
| heart, and a minde neither /exere nor wiſe. To Diuines hee 
giucth this holcſlome admonition ; that they doe not forth- 
with per ſwade themſelues, that allthings are abſolutely perfett, 
" which great Authors hawe written, becauſe they ſlide ſome- 
times, and follow their owne wits will, and yeeld too much to 
the common people, In thisrankehe placeth his Pope Gre- 
gorie, and our Venerable Beat ; the oncin his dialogue, the 
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dedic,

that they mig ht not omit ought that they found written in exery 
| (crole andcaſt peece of paper, 
' Now if the caſe thus ſtandeth, as the learned Papyſts 
 them(clues Ueliuer, not onely with the Legendaries, with 
| Vncentins, and Antonine ; but allowith S. Bedeand Pope 
| Gregorie, yea with holy men and very great ; that they 
| haue afterthis manner ſtuffed the hiſtorie of their Saints, 
with ſuch prodigious and monſtrous falſe miracles ; is it 


nota wonder to behold thispunic Priclt Chambers, after 
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amoneglt them, fo boldly to inſult, and beare himſelte | 
vpon the miracles, collected out of their Chronicles and 
Legends, ? as though no men were able reaſonably to make an- | 
| [wer to this hiſtoricall demonſtratiow, gathered before to his 
| hand, by his great? Malter Bellarmine ? 
| Yetwill notthis true anſwer of S. Augaſtines giue him 
 fatisfation, v#leſſe we be able, by ſome aucient and * anthen. 
 ticall Chronicles, Records, Dottors, or learned Writers, to 
note the trme when God withdrew bis powerable hand from 
theſe kindes of /upernaturallworkes,or that ener they ſhould end 
ſo long as hes Church ſhould laſt. 

Heere then let Chambers heare the record of S. Augs- 
ſtize, whom hee calleth (and that worthily) the renowned 
| and famens Cham pron of Gods Church ; who to ſome deman- 


: 
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ding of curroſitie, why thoſe miracles were not wrought now 4- 
dares, which weredone in the times of our Sautonr and his Apo- 
tles? I might (faith he) anſwer * that miracles were needfull 
before theworld beleened, that ſo by them, the world might be= 
| leeue. But hee that ſtill requireth miracles, to make him be- 


leeue, magnum eſt ſeprodigium, quimmundo credente, non cre- |

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att ; himſeife ts a great wonter and miracle, who beleeueth not 
now that the worlds brought to faith and beleefe. Of v hich] 
| allertion of his, concerning the cealing of miracles, after 
that the world was brought to the faith of Chriſt, hee gi-| 
ucth many reaſons in other his Treatiſes. As in his booke! 
de vera Religione, c, 25. this amongſt others, ne animus 
emper vi/;bulia quereret, that the mide of man ſhould not ſtill 
'ceke after things viſible, * and mankinde wax cold throurh the! 
daily vſe of miracles, with the noueltie whereof it burned with 

zeale at the firſt, And de wiilitate credendi, c, 16. quianon 
mouerent ni mira eſſent, at ſiſolita eſſent, miranon eſſent : be. | 
cauſe miracles would not moone men, vuleſſe theywere wonder- 
| full, and wonderfull they nould not beyif they were vſuall, 

With Saint Awguftine accordeth Chryſoſtome, atirming | 
chat the a:king of Miracles now adaies,ts a tempting of God., 
And to rhequeltion that ſome then made,asthe Papilts do! 
now, why are not miracles wrought as in former ages ? 
| hee returneth this anſiver, * 1f thou bee fairhfull as thor 
oughteſt ro bef thou loue Chriſt as thou oug hteſt to doe, thou 
| needeſt not ſign2s and miracles; for theſe [aith he, are for vube- 
leeners, 

So the? author of the vnperfe worke vpon Saint 114- 
thew his Golpel, the working of ſignes and mrracles is now cea- 
ſed andat an end,and it 1s found tobe done rather amongſt them 
qui fall Chriſtianiſunt who are falſe Chriſtians: letthe Pa- 
viltsif there beany heere preſent ,mark the cuidence tha t 
chis author giuecth , 

In thele!tepsof $. Augn/t.& Chryſoſtome,treadeth their 
Pope Greg. Miracles (laith he )* were needful inthe church 
in the beginning thereof, when faith was tobee nouriſhed by 
them; as men doe water plants which are newly ſet untill they 
hae taken roote; which being done,the watering ccaſcth; 
and ſofay I doemiracles intheChurch. So likewiſe our 
Engliſh * Bede,what ſaith he? Doe we not beleene,becauſe wee! 
rorke not theſe [ignes arid miracle s ? but theſe were needeful ty 


the beginning ofthe Church, And» 1fidor Hiſpalenſis : The 
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| ©; Sermon preached : 
rea'on why the Church worketh nat ihe ſame miracles which 
were done inthe tines of the Apoſtles is becanſe the world WAs 
then to be brought to faith by miracles ; but now beleenmg, it 
muſt ſine with gaod workes, And againe, © He that nowrequa- 
rech miracles when fauh 15 plamed, ſeeketh after vaine glorie, 
that hee may bepraiſed:heprocecdeth further, & auouch- 
cth in plaine tearmes, that miracles ſhall ceaſe in the 


| Church beforethe colnming of Antichriſt, whereot heal- 


lcageth theſe reaſons; that by this the patience of Saints 


may heefamous;and thelcuitie of the reprobat,which arc. 


offended, may bee ſhewed zand the boldnes of perſecu- 
tors may bee made the more ficrce. 

To this grauec teſtimony of theancient Fathers,I will add 
the witnes of fome of his owne writers,that the negliger 
(tupiditic of this Popiſh Prieſt may be ſeene of all men 


| moreapparantly. Amongſt them, Carharinw in his diſ- 


| 


courſe of the wor{hipping of Images, hath this ſaying in 
theend of his treatile,* Menſhowuld not looks for Oracles and 
Miracles from the wor (hip of images, which (laith hee ) are 
rare,and not granted to curious perſons; neither is it expedient 
that they ſhould bee ginen to men that are imperfect; and as for 
ſuch as are perfeit they neede them not. Stella faith, that* 
miracles now a dates would rather hurt then profit vs: as props 


which are needetull for Children to learneto goe by, are 


a hindrance ynto them,when they are growne to mans C- 
(tate;lo (faith hee) if Miracles were wrought now adaies, 
men would be oftended by them,and lay that our Faith 
werenot as yet wel grounded: beware therctore, leſt it be- 
fall them to demandaſigneat Gods hand, ſatis ſane ri ig - 
"a vetera,lctthe old lignes & miracles ſuthce,and do not 
nowleckeafternew, ' As much faith ® Fiſher, ſometimes

With whom accordcth alſo our vnnaturall Countri- 
man Thomas Stapleton, ® As (ch hc) miracles were need.- 
fullin the times of our Samonr , that faich might bee bred in 
mens hearts; ſo afterwards the good workes of Preachers are 
neceſſarie, to bring foorth the works? of faith. Which he con- 
firmeth with the teſtimonies of $. Augnitine and Gregorie, 
which ye haue already heard. 

Now then, if S. Auguſtine, Chryſoftome, Gregorie, Beat, 
[der e, beancicnt and authenticall Ductors it Cartharme, 
Stella, Roffenſir, Stapleton, be learned Writers, as I allure | 
my lclfe Chambers dareth not gainſay; then we have from 
them an anſwer co his demand, and prooucd outof them, 
which he ſaith* can neuer be done, not only that true mi- 
racles and wronght by the finger of almighty God, are 
ccaſed in the Church, and the time when, (namely, when 
the world was generally brought to the faith of Chriſt: ) 
but further, that (ſuch as in the cleere Sun-ſhine light of 


the Goſpell, yet require miracles ſtill, as the Papifts doc, | 


doc tempt God 1n ſo doing, that they are infidels, without 
faith and belecfe, that they loue not Chriſt as they ought 
to doc, that they are falſe Chriſtians, and hunters after 
vaine gloric. All which conuince Chambers of much ig- 
norance, both in thearicicnt Fathers, and his owne mo- 
derne Writers; and argue much folly in him, tq concciue, 
not only of his Maieſtie (whoſe wiſdome and learning all 
that know, admire) but of any of vs, that we ſhould be ſo 


ſimpleand<credulous, as to belccue thoſe miracles,which | ; 


the moſt learned amongſt them reie as fabulous and 


fooliſh, ashata beene ſhewed, 
Itirketh meto followthe purſuit of this ignorant Prieſt, 


who fram hisblunt arguments commeth in the end tothe 


bil hop of Kecheſter,Chrilt proinitcd that his dulci ples hold | 
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FS preached | =] 
viuall Popith rhctorike of railing and reuiling, tcarming 
vs Heretthes, and ſpending his icits vpon vs ; *rhs therfore 
thinke miracles ſuperfluous, becauſe we canworke none, as the 
fox will eat no grapes, becauſe he cannot get them. 

But laying atide all bitrernetle and ſcurrill ieſting in 
matters ſo weighty and ſerious, and to ſpeake the words 
of truth and ſobernetle ; we therefore thinke miracles (u- 
perfluous vnto vs, not bdaufe we can workenone, which 
WC acknowledge, and therefore weatteemprnone ; but be- 
cauſe we profcile the ſame dorine which our Sauiour 
and his Apoſtles, and ſuch Apoſtolike men asſucceeded 
in the Primitive Church, hauc confirmed to our hands, 
by ſo many true lignes,and diuine miracles, which all be- 
long tovsand our Church, who profetle the ſame faith 
which our Sauiour and his Apo{les preached. 

As for thefaith of theChurch of Rome, as it is new and 
ſtrangely degenerating from the ancient Catholike faith, 


ſoit is nomaruell if it bee confirmed by new miracles, 


which are of the ſame nature with their new faith ; falſe, 
both the oneand the other, 

And yet to (top the mouths of our infolent aduerſarics, 
which arcalwaies craking of their miracles ; if with a {in- 
gle cicthey will looke vpon our Church, they may in it, 
and amongſt vs, behold ſuch miracles as make greatly 
for Gods glory, our private comfort, and the true honor 
of our Church, 

For both thereſtoring of the puritic of religion,in theſe 
late times, from the drolle and,corruptions of Antrebrit, 
was not without the extraordinary and powerful working 
of almighty God; and the preſeruation thereof vnto this 
day,mauger all the conſpiracics and forces of our enemics 
againſt our Princes and our people, arc ſuch ascuince fuf- 
fciently, that it is the Lords doing, and it is wonderfull in our

Donatiſts, 
and therefore thoſe falſe Prophets of which our Sauiour 
torewarned vs, when he ſaid, Beware of falſe Prophets. 
The fourth inſtance which I propoſed asa noteto di- 
ſtinguiſh the truc and falſe Prophets, is their life and con- 
uerſation ;z which anſwering to true faith and dodrine, is 
anote of thetruc Prophet,it being ſingggeand holy,as 0- 
therwiſe if corrupt,a ſigne of thefalſe. For ?/ndicinm me-

the Sheepes weede,if he teach one thing and doe another, ef hee 
be a ſhame and oblequie to hte profeſſion,he us a falſe Propher,'as 
Chryſoſtome rightly obſcrueth trom the words of our Saui- 
our, ye ſhall know them by their frunes. 

Heerethen if I ſhould goc about to rip vp the liues of 
the Romiſh Prelates: as there would be no end of it, ſo the 
ſauour therof would be moſt vynfRKealant and oftentiue to 
your chalt ſenſes;which I could make cuident,not as they 
do fromthe {landerous reports of B9{/eck, Coclers, Sraphi- 
les and ſuch companions, againlt our reucrend Paſtors, 
Luther,Caluin,Beza,to whome they were protected cne- 
mies : but out of their own writers, and ſome of them {0 
 neere,as that they wereeye-witnelles of the things which 
they report. 

Tacitmlaid long lince of Rome heatheniſh , * That all 
| ſhameleſſe and heinous enormities ran intovt, as intoa com- 
mon ſewer, which Theodorieus of © Niew one attending 
ſometime on the Pope, maketh good vpon Rome popiſh 
applying ccrtaine verlcs vntoit, wherein it is compared 
| | with Nilzs which bred monſters, and nouriſhed Croco- 
diles. Andrhere Saint Bridzet attirmed,that ſhe heardthe 
bleſſed Virgin ſaying to her Sonne, that * Romewas a frunful 
field,to whome Chriſt ſhould anſwer it was ſo mdeede, but the 
fruifulneſſe thereof conſiſted in tares.” Petrarch calleth it the 
mother of al Idolatrie,the refuge and Sanityaric of all errors. 
* Bernards complaints arc not ſo many,as iult;he faith of 
the whole Clergic,that imname they are the Mimiſters of 
C briſt but in very deede the Sernants of Antichriſt, whoſe ſins 
were growne to that height,as* Platinaone of the Popes Sc- 
cretariesreporteth,that they ſcarcely left anyroome with God 
for his mercie, Now allthele,and many of this ſort put to-
